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Two Wings To Fly 


In the wide-ranging but not deep-probing in­ 
vestigation of “ new Republicanism ” vs. “ old 
R epublicanism ” as a clue to the party weak­ 
ness that was revealed in Wisconsin’s election 
of a Dem ocratic senator, it is helpful to re ­ 
m em ber how Franklin D. Roosevelt used to 
define his position between the two wings of the 
D em ocratic party. 


He placed himself “ a little to the left of cen­ 
te r,” where some of President Eisenhower’s 
critics in the Republican party believe he is to 
be found. But the President, himself, and his 
backers would disagree. 


He — and they — would define his position 
as being “ a little to the right of center,” which 
is the opposition’s appraisal of his position. 
Mr. Eisenhower likes to think of him self as a 
m oderationist. 
Any fair appraisal of political realities as 
they exist in the two-party system takes into 
account that each party contains within itself 
the entire spectrum of politics. This is the 
tradem ark of the Am erican political system 
which is inclusive of all points of view inside 
each party, instead of being exclusive. 
It is the thing that m akes U. S. politics differ­ 
ent from politics abroad, where parties become 
so narrow in their beliefs that they turn into 
“ splinter groups,” each striving for position 
Inside a coalition. 
Right wings and left wings, separated by 
m oderates, 
are standard equipment in U.S. 
political parties. Republicans have them , and 
Dem ocrats have them. 
The debates that go on endlessly 
aside the 
parties are m ore vigorous and frequently more 
meaningful than the issues between the p ar­ 
ties. It is such a debate that is going on no* 
between the opposite wings of the Republican 
party, with President Eisenhower in the m id­ 
dle. It was such a debate that went on during 
the Roosevelt era, continuing into the Trum an 
era. 
If it ever ends, the two-party system in the 
United States will end with it. The exaspera­ 
tion of its participants who do not understand 
why this is so reflects their ignorance of the 
basis of American politics.

AFL-CIO Nears Split With Teamsters 


The spectre of civil w ar stalks 
Am erican labor. The highest lead­ 
ers of the AFL-CIO now are say­ 
ing privately that the only way to 
p r e s e r v e 
their union of

first. 
They have de­ 
cided 
to 
sus­ 
pend 
the 
In- 
t e r n ational 
B r o t h e r - 
hood of T eam ­ 
sters s o m e ­ 
t i m e in Oc­ 
tober or early

Novem ber and expel the world’s 
largest union in Decem ber. 
This was no easy decision to 
reach. It m eans the loss of hun­ 
dreds of thousands of good union 
m em bers in addition to the 14 
million 
tru c k d riv e r 
and 
w are­ 
housemen whose hearts and minds 
and 
m uscle, 
too, 
have 
helped 
m ake Am erican labor powerful. 
Labor’s national 
chiefs 
expect 
other unions to take a walk when 
the T eam sters are ousted. 
In the past few weeks national 
AFL-CIO insiders have said they 
believe the Operating Engineers, 
the Sheet M etal W orkers and sev­ 
eral sm aller outfits will join the 
T eam sters in a new federation. 


THIS CIRCLE, interwoven with 
the 
Team sters, 
reportedly 
has 
sounded out John Lewis on the 
launching of a new labor coali­ 
tion 
which 
would 
also 
include 
some 65,000 m em bers of the In­ 
ternational 
A s s n . 
of 
Long­ 
shorem en. 
This, the nation’s labor chiefs 
regret. They want no civil war. 
Wryly, one said the other day, 
“ W e're not enthused over the idea 
of issuing an em acipation proc­ 
lam ation, but w e’ve got to em an­ 
cipate ourselves from the kind of 
unbelievable exposures set before 
the nation by the McClellan com­ 
m ittee.” 
The tim etable for the expulsion 
has been set. It begins late this 
week when the AFL-CIO Ethical 
Practices Committee bluntly asks 
Dave Beck and his T eam ster high 
com m and why they did not expel 
the New York paper locals during 
this past year. 
Failure to do this was a viola­ 
tion of the first of the series of 
codes adopted to guide the ethical 
conduct of all unions and 
their 
leaders. 


THIS FIRST CODE was adopted 
at Unity House, Pa., on August 
29, 1956. It had Dave Beck’s sup­ 
port. It says specifically: 
“ The possession of charters cov­ 
ering ‘paper locals’ has enabled 
such racketeers to victim ize 
in­ 
dividual workers, em ployers and 
the general public while giving a 
black eye to the labor m ovem ent. 


“ They 
‘the 
racketeers' 
have 
used those charters to enter into 
conspiracies with corrupt employ­ 
ers to prevent, for a piice, the 
genuine organization 
of 
workers 
I info legitim ate unions, thus 
de­ 
priving these workers of the bene­ 
fits of honest collective bargain­ 
ing agreem ents. 
“ These racketeers also 
use 
a 
charter as a basis to falsely in­ 
voke the collective strength of the 
trade union m ovem ent for their 
illegitim ate 
ends, 
thus 
dem ean­ 
ing the trade unions’ historic re­ 
spect for the 
legitim ate 
picket 
line and injuring honest business­ 
m en in the conduct of t h e i r 
affairs.

- “ A LOCAL UNION charter. Im­ 
properly used, can be used to con­ 
trol a local union unit vote, which 
negates the legitim ate unit vote of 
bonafide local unions 
and 
thus 
subverts the dem ocratic

I at various levels. 
“ A racketeer treats a charter as 
a ‘Hunting license’ to invade the 
jurisdictions of other national and 
international unions, in the inter­ 
ests only of corruption and dis­ 
honest gain, and to cloak with a 
respectable nam e a whole range 
of nefarious and 
corrupt 
activi- 
j ties.” 
There was no need 
to 
guess 
what paper locals 
the 
AFL-CIO 
Executive Council m eant alm ost 
exactly a year ago. 
Dave Beck was told specifically 
that the action was based on cor­ 
ruption in New 
York. 
He 
did 
nothing. The Team sters Union did 
nothing. 
They 
need 
another in­ 
vestigation of New Y ork’s phan­ 
tom locals about 
as 
much 
as 
Marilyn 
Monroe 
needs 
m ore 
curves. 
Beck knew all about New York 
as far back as 1953. At that tim e 
he hired special investigators to 
probe Johnny Dio. Beck has had 
that report on his desk, or under 
it, for years. 


AND LATE THIS WEEK the 
Ethical Practices Committee will 
ask Beck or his 
representative 
why a full year has gone by since 
the adoption of the anti-phantom 
local, code without any action. He 
will be read Point 8 of the code: 
“ The AFL-CIO and each nation­ 
al union shall take prom pt action 
to insure the forthwith withdrawal 
of. local union charters which have 
been issued and are 
now

Someone has to back down on 
this one: President Eisenhower or 
Gov. Orval Faubus of Arkansas. 
If Faubus gets away with what 
he’s 
doing — 
using 
National 
Guardsm en to keep Negroes from 
a school ordered integrated by a 
federal judge — every Southern 
governor could feel free to do the 
sam e. 
This would m ake a farce of the 
Suprem e Court’s ban on public 
school segregation. It would m ean 
a breakdown of the federal gov­ 
ernm ent’s power to carry out the 
law. 
For alm ost 40 m onths since the 
court’s 
ruling. 
Eisenhower 
has 
treated Southern resistance to in­ 
tegration with patience and plati­ 
tudes. It seem ed likely he could 
go on doing that as he prepared 
this week for a long vacation. 
Some disturbances might occur 
at newiy integrated schools open­ 
ing this week. But that had hap­ 
pened before and there was no 
crisis. There appeared no reason 
to expect a crisis now. Then F au­ 
bus supplied it. 
W hat he did he did twice. 
Before a Little Rock high school 
opened this week federal Judge 
Ronald Davies had ordered it in­ 
tegrated. But when it opened F au­ 
bus had N a t i o n a l Guardsmen 
there to keep Negroes put. 
The school board, willing to en­ 
roll the Negroes but unable to do 
so because of the troops, asked 
Judge Davies what to do next. . 
Again he ordered the school inte­ 
grated. 
Again Faubus used the 
troops to keep Negroes out. 
He said he w asn't defying the 
court 
but 
only 
trying 
to 
keep 
peace and order. One thing was 
certain: he was not cooperating 
with the court to carry out its 
order; he was obstructing the car­ 
rying out of that order. 
He would have been cooperating 
if he had used the troops to p re-; 
vent any interference with the Ne­ 
gro children who wanted to go to 
the school. Instead, he used the 
troops to b ar the children who 
were neither disturbing the peace 
nor creating disorder.

is

letting 
the 
judge and the Justice D epartm ent 
headed by Atty. Gen. Brownell. 
do the acting for the governm ent. 
But the ultim ate responsibility for 
w hatever is done rests on Eisen­ 
hower. 
Brownell has ordered the FBI 
to investigate the Little Rock sit­ 
uation and report to Judge Dav­ 
ies. That could pave the way for 
contem pt of court action against 
Faubus if the adm inistration is 
willing 
to 
force 
Faubus’ 
hand. 
Faubus himself, in a I n g r a m to I 


Eisenhower, 
said he 
understood 
plans w ete being discussed to take 
him into custody by force. 
If Faubus backs down, he stands 
the chance of looking ridiculous. 
He’s the first Southern governor 
to try anything like this. If he 
w asn’t willing to see it through, 
he sim ply created a national dis­ 
turbance needlessly. 
If Faubus stands firm and the 
judge wants to bring him to court 
to face contem pt charges, what 
happens? The governor has sta­ 
tioned 
N a t i o n a l 
Guardsm en 
around 
his Inansion, 
and 
U.S. 
m arshals could hardly force him 
to face the judge if he doesn t 
want to. 
lf he refused to go. what would 
happen 
then? 
Somewhere 
along 
this line Eisenhower — provided 
he’s willing to take a stand and 
back up the judge—m ay try in 
one way or another to persuade 
Faubus to back down as grace­ 
fully as he can. 
Eisenhower who has never said 
he approved the Suprem e Court’s 
decision, has nevertheless repeat­ 
edly said he would back up the 
court’s ban on segregation if he 
had to.

editors in Wisconsin think it was 
the feeling of “ a plague on both 
your houses.”

A Dream That Failed

CHICAGO 
The turbulent history of 
Pull­ 
m an, 111., the model town 
that 
failed, is coming to its final chap­ 
ter here. 
The 
town 
George 
Pullm an 
nam ed after him self and built in 
1880 to house employes who turned 
out his famous sleeping cars is 
being demolished bit by 
bit 
to 
m ake way for new factories. 
The community itself 
now 
is 
known as Rosemont and has long 
been a part of Chicago’s south 
side. 
Pullm an would scarcely recog­ 
nize the place today as the village 
he planned to be “ free from all 
that is ugly, discordant and de­ 
m oralizing.” 
Chicago architect S. S. Beman 
laid out a complete town on 3,500 
acres adjoining the plant, in the 
gingerbread style of the day. But 
most of the landm arks 
face 
a 
doubtful future. 


MOST OF the original houses, 
ranging from simple dwellings to 
the ornate, 
verandaed 
Victorian 
residences 
of 
executives, 
still 
stand along the tree-lined streets, 
transporting a visitor back to an­ 
other era. But the famous Pull­ 
m an clock tower is used as 
a 
warehouse, 
the 
Hotel 
Florence, 
nam ed after Pullm an s daughter, 
and the great 200-foot w ater tower, 
are headed for demolition. 
The 
once - booming 
Pullman- 
Standard Car M anufacturing Co.’s 
plant which employed 17,000 men 
at its peak now is a ghost fac­ 
tory site awaiting conversion to a 
new heavy m etals fabricating op­ 
eration which will require a small 
fraction of such a work force. 
Already 18 of the 328 acres and 
four sprawling red brick industrial 
buildings have been sold. 
Twenty-two other buildings and 
77 acres are for sale now and 
only 200 men are currently em ­ 
ployed making aluminum gondola 
cars and wheel sections for pas­ 
senger car assem bly elsewhere. 


THE CONCERN now m akes its 
passenger 
cars 
exclusively 
at 
W orcester, Mass. 
Once 12.000 Pullm an 
employes 
lived in Pullm an and as m any as 
1 000 railroad cars were m anu­ 
factured a year. 
Indirectly, the assassination of 
Lincoln gave the first great im ­ 
petus to the Pullm an Car. Rail­ 
roads had scoffed at the $20,000 
“ Pioneer.” 
which 
the 
inventor 
built as a dem onstrator, complain­ 
ing that such cars would require 
wholesale raising of bridges and 
narrow ing of platform s 
Pullm an volunteered his car to 
the Lincoln funeral party for its 
“ last journey” through mourning 
throngs from Chicago to Spring­ 
field and the railroad m ade the 


necessary alterations to perm it its 
passage. Public imagination was 
kindled 
and 
the 
Pullm an 
era 
began. 
Pullm an’s employes’ town was 
am bitious for any tim e or place 
and was complete with hundreds 
of homes, paved streets, sewers, 
hotel, parks, church, theater, li­ 
brary and schools. 
It was the hum an elem ent that 
* failed and the model town becam e 
damned 
as 
an 
exam ple 
of 
paternalism . 


THE PANIC OF 1893 stirred the 
workers to strike a year later for 
higher wages and lower rents and 
the 
com pany 
locked 
them 
out. 
Eugene V. Debs brought his bur­ 
geoning American Railway Union 
to the support of the strikers and 
the model community was rent by 
bloody 
violence 
leading 
to 
26 
deaths before 
President 
Grover 
Cleveland ordered federal troops 
into the area. 
Debs 
subsequently 
spent 
six 
months in jail, convicted of con­ 
spiring to 
commit 
an 
offense 
against the United States. 
Pullm an died in May, 1894, his 
dream of a model town shattered. 
The Illinois Suprem e Court 
in 
I 1899 ordered the com pany to get 
out of the town-operating business 
and the community was annexed 
lock, stock and b arrel to a rapidly 
expanding Chicago. 
Pullm an officials feel that an­ 
other nail was driven in the coffin 
of the sleeping car business when 
in 1947 the U S. Suprem e Court 
ruled that Pullm an’s plan of re­ 
taining ownership of its cars and 
onlv leasing them to the railroads 
vioia’ted 
anti - trust 
laws. “ You 
could have rolled 
up 
Pullm an's 
streets after that,” one veteran 
said.

County Jail Takes 2 6 
Prisoners In August 


LISBON — Sheriff Russell 
J. 
VanFossan said 26 prisoners were 
received at the County Jail during 
August, in addition to the 29 al­ 
ready confined as of Aug. I. Twen­ 
ty-five were released during the 
month, one was conveyed to a 
state institution and a mental pa­ 
tient was taken to the state hos­ 
pital. 
A total of 2,728 meals w e r e 
served last month for a cost of 
$907.20, making the average daily 
cost per prisoner 99 cents plus. 
There were 119 visitors last month.

County Farmers Told 
Planting Of W heat Alter 
Sept. 26 Avoids Fly Pest 


Floyd Lower, Columbiana Coun j 
ty agricultural agent, said the Sep­ 
tember insect alert of D. 
Lyle 
Coleman, 
extension 
entomologist: 
at Ohio State University, gives 
Sept. 26 is the “ fly-free” date 
for county wheat planting to avoid 
the Hessian fly. 
It is the most destructive insect 
attacking wheat in Ohio and ap­ 
pears to be returning as an im-: 
portant problem. 
Communitywide co-operation is j 
necessary to adequately prevent 
losses from Hessian fly. W h e a t 
should not be sown until after the 
“ fly - free” date. Prevention 
or 
destruction of volunteer wheat is 
also valuable, but often impracti­ 
cal. A new variety of wheat called 
Dual has recently been released 
from Indiana which is resistant to 
Hessian fly. Farm ers, who want 
to plant before the fly-free date 
should use only this resistant var­ 
iety whose agronomic characteris­ 
tics are acceptable in Ohio, Cole-! 
man said. 
Aphids or plant lice can be a 
problem in late summer as cool­ 
er weather returns. Various kinds 
of aphids attack turnips, broccoli,! 
cauliflower, kale and spinach. Ma­ 
lathion—2 teaspoons of 50 per cent 
emulsion per gallon of water— 
gives good control of the plant- 
sucking pests and can be safely 
used up until seven days before 
harvest. 
Boxelder bugs frequently infest 
boxelder trees and are often re-| 
ported clustered on the tree trunks 
in the fall. As they mature they 
leave the tree and seek shelter in 
the walls of buildings and other, 
protected places w'here they pass 
the winter. 
When they enter homes they be­ 
come a nuisance although they do 
not feed on household furnishings,! 
buildings or p e r s o n s . Boxeld­ 
er bugs are difficult to control 


and great persistence may by nec­ 
essary. Frequent applications 
of 
Chlordane — I gallon of 45 per 
cent emulsion in 9 gallons of wa­ 
ter — or Dieldrin — I quart of 
15.8 per cent emulsion in 8 gallons 
of water—are effective. Thorough­ 
ly wet all surfaces where bugs 
are congregated. 
Fall army worms are damaging 
very late plantings of both field 
corn and sweet corn. Corn and 
other grasses are the 
preferred 
food, but they may attack a wide 
number of plants. In corn it has 
caused severe damage to 
t h e 
whole area, particularly when the 
tassel has not yet emerged. Con­ 
trol is difficult when the worms 
are embedded in the corn plant. 
Toxaphene or DDT are effective 
in controlling exposed larvae. 
Grubs are often responsible for 
the dead, brown areas in lawns. 
These may be either the larvae of 
Japanese beetles, or June beetles. 
They feed on the roots of grasses 
and usually can be found by re­ 
moving the dead grass. Lawns can 
be made “grub-proof by applying 
any one of the following insecti­ 
cides as a spray or as a dust: 
Chlordane, Dieldrin, Heptachlor or 
Aldrin. For the average homeown­ 
er, Chlordane emulsion can 
be 
used at the rate of I cup of 45 
per cent emulsion in 5 gallons of 
water for each 1,000 square feet. 
This solution can be applied with 
a sprinkling can. A single treat­ 
ment will remain effective for sev­ 
eral years. 
Hackberry psyllids are tiny in­ 
sects similar to plant lice. They 
develop in the gall-like growths 
which are present on the upper 
surface of Hackberry leaves. They 
emerge in the fall and are often 
reported clustered on screens or 
entering homes. An aerosol bomb 
containing Pyrethrum and 
DDT 
will give temporary relief inside 
the home.
